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A FUNDAMENTAL ISSUE OF 


['" 
GOVERNMENT 


A majority of the assembly judiciary 


committee which has been investigating 
charges against the five Socialist mem- 
bers of the New York legislature has sub- 
mitted a report recommending that their 
seats be declared vacant. It is found 
that these Socialist assemblymen 
"are 


not obedient to the constitution and laws 
of the'United Stales and the slate of New 
York, nor desirous of the welfare of the 
country nor in hearty accord and sympa- 
thy with this government and its institu- 
tions.'' The report also declares that the 
Socialist parly of America, to which 
these men belong, "is a disloyal organi- 
zation composed exclusively of perpetual 
traitors." It is asserted that the act of 
a member of that party "in subscribing 
lo Ihc constitutional oath of office to sup- 
port the constitution of the United Stales 
and Ihe constitution of the slate of New 
York should be utterly disregarded as pa- 
tently sham and a cloak for treachery." 


Two minority members of the commit- 


tee have signed a report expressing the 
belief that the accused Socialists arc en- 
titled to their scats on the ground thai 
they have not violated any laws during 
or since the war. while Iwo others of the 
committee hold thai the members of the 
assembly cannot unseat' the Socialists 
without violating their own oaths of of- 
iice. Their contention is that the assem- 
bly'is forbidden by the state constitution 
from "imposing upon any .member any 
test of loyalty.*' 
,- '• ' 


The question raised by these conflict- 


ing reports is fundamental to American 
government. To establish as a prece- 
dent the principle that men who believe 
in theories or forms of government which 
arc contrary to our own, and who are ad- 
mitted!}' working for its overthrow by 
peaceable methods, are political out- 
laws, would be to set up a doctrine 
which has never been recognized by the 
people of this country. The constitution 
of the United Stales guarantees to ils ci- 
tizens political liberty. The only restric- 
tions placed upon this liberty of thought 
and action arc.that the laws and the con- 
stitution themselves shall not be violated. 
By violation it unquestionably meant an 
act which transgresses what they specifi- 
cally or impliedly forbid. To extinguish 
or abridge this political freedom would,, 
in our judgment, involve a departure 
from the foundations on which the re- 
public rests thai would not merely be in- 
imical to the welfare and rights of the 
people, bul perilous lo our institutions. 
The strength of this nation lies in the 
freedom of ils people, with the sole con- 
dition thai this freedom shall always be 
exercised with due regard for Ihe re- 
straints and limitations imposed by the 
constitution and the laws. 


The men who held thai the righl of se- 


cession belonged to the stales in Ihe days 
before the Civil war advanced a doctrine 
•which, if aclual allcmpl were made lo 
pul il inlo effect, amounted lo the over- 
.llirow of our federal government. 11 was 
a revolutionary and destructive idea, yet 
so long as ils advocates did nol Iry in 
fact lo pul this principle inlo effect by 
actually seceding from the Union, they 
were nol barred from congress. 11 was 
only when secession iisclf was under- 
taken that those engaged in il became 
traitors. The remedy against them was 
the application of force, which finally 
terminated in armed warfare. 
They 


were compelled to abandon secession 
and desist from it at the point of the 
sword. 


That is precisely what would happen 


in this country if the Socialists or any 
other body of men attempted to over- 
throw the government or lo pul into ef- 
fect any doctrines which are. in conflict 
\vilh the constitution and Ihc laws, ex- 
cept by peaceful and orderly processes. 
They, would he put down and punished 
for their crimes. Hut so long ns they do 
nol violate the constitution or the laws 


by an overt act they have committed no 
crime and are entitled lo the same im- 
munity and privileges as all other citi- 
zens. 


This co.unjry nuisl depend for the se- 


curity and perpetuity of its government 
and institutions upon their acceptance by 
the people, which means that they must 
rest upon principles of right and justice. 
So long as the people believe in this de- 
mocracy as il is now established they will 
preserve it at whatever cosl, even lo war, 
against all assailants who venture ils 
overthrow by force, as well as against all 
malefactors who transgress its laws. \Ve 
have adequate remedies against traitors 
and criminals, but we do not punish 
those who may be so inclined until they 
have in fact committed treason or crime. 
Thai, we believe, is the only sound course 
the nation can pursue. 


By Ihc same reasoning, Ihe Socialist 


members of Ihc New York assembly arc 
entitled lo their seals. If they have coin- 
milled crimes there are laws and courts 
lo punish them, and if the crimes dis- 
qualify them they can be unseated. The 
mere fad that the doctrines they preach 
and subscribe to are, if carried to their 
logical conclusion, criminal or treason- 
able, docs nol extinguish their rights as 
citizens or their political liberties. 


It is obvious thai the Socialist parly is 


on trial in this case rather than indivi- 
duals. Much as we may disagree with 
and deplore the principles advocated by 
the socialist parly, including its attitude 
during the Avar, it does not seem to be 
transgressing the laws or Ihe conslitu- 
tion. If it were it would be held lo ac- 
count in legal and effective ways. So 
would its individual members. Unless a 
case can be made out against the Social- 
ist members of the New York legislature 
under trial which involves commission 
of treason or of crime specifically defined 
by our laws, it is clear that they arc guil- 
ly of no offense which should deprive 
them of representation in the assembly 
of thai stale. AVe are confident that the 
American people will uphold this theory 
of the controversy and that if the legisla- 
ture of New York excludes these men it 
will nol be sustained by public opinion. 


LET US HAVE PEACE BY TREATY 
II is an entirely new "proposal lo ter- 


minate war by a resolution of congress.. 
There is a possibility that under the cori- 
slilulion the only way a war can." be 
officially ended is by a treaty of peace. 
Whatever the facts the president is cer- 
tain to veto a resolution to that effect, 
which could noLof necessity carry with 
it terms of peace. It is unlikely thai the 
resolution could be passed over the veto, 
and consequently il is improbable Ihc 
war will be terminated in'this manner, 
and it should not be. 


The proper course-is lo have peace by 


the regular and constitutional process, 
namely the signing and ratification of a 
treaty. 
This can be brought 
about 


through public pressure which will'con- 
vince cither the jiresidenl or the senate 
or both of the necessity of accommodat- 
ing their differences and of breaking the 
deadlock which exists. That pressure is 
being exerted upon the While house. Il 
has been direcled at the senate for a long 
time bul without effect. Il remains lo be 
seen what Ihe rsulls will be with regard 
lo the president. 


One thing is certain: The differences 


are capable of compromise They must 
be compromised in the end. since we can- 
not have peace until they arc. Ihereforc. 
common sense and the public interests 
demand thai this adjustment take place 
now. H is heller lhal Ihc counlry suffer 
some defects in the peace terms and in 
the league of nations covenant Hum lhal 
we have no peace and no league. Nothing 
is lo he gained by creating an impasse.

Iowa, Illinois and other states was 
the declaration made by former Sen- 
ator W. \V. Albers, Wausau. :at the 
conference of school board members 
in the Senate chamber here Tuesday 
afternoon. 
'It is quite a coincident that sev- 


eral of our Normals are located in 
cities on or near the state line," said 
Senator-Albers, and because Wiscon- 
sin is and has for years been paying 
smaller salaries to teachers than Min- 
nesota, Iowa and Illinois, those states 
not only come up here and pick the 
new teachers before they have fin- 
ished their work in the Normals, but 
they are 
taking many of the best 


teachers from our public schools be- 
cause they pay better salaries." 


The senator was arguing at the 


time on a resolution which was later 
adopted condemning the practice of 
employing teachers already under 
contract. "'We have all of our teach- 
ers in Wausau under -contract for 
next year" he continued, "but we 
have raised their salaries to a goot 
living wage. It will cost us more than 
$40.000 more than this year, buy we 
have a city council who believes in 
education and in paying the teachers 
what they are worth." 


President Vosb, of the Watertown 


school board was the only one to 
seriously oppose a resolution to take, 
the fixing of the school levy taxes out 
of the hands of the common council. 
He declared that would bring the 
school into politics. All other speak- 
ers, however, claimed it took the 
schools absolutely out of politics, and 
the resolution was adopted. 


A resolution opposing the placing 


of Wisconsin teachers outside ol the 
state, especially during the present 
shortage of efficient teachers, which 
was unanimously adopted, was gen- 
erally understood to be aimed at the 
presidents of some of the normal 
schools, although none were mention- 
ed specifically.
